The report was made public tonight 
by the committee, of which Represent- | 
ative Walsh, Republican, Massachu- 
setts, ia chairman. It covers more 
than 100 printed pages and deals ex: 
haustively with many phases of ship- 
ping board operations as observed by 
the committee’s investigations over 
period of more than a year. 
Mr. Fisher, who formerly was con- 
nected with the federal trade commis 
sion, made a survey for the shipping 
board as to record keeping systems, 
in the office of the lumber administra-| 
tion. Mr. Richardson, for . twenty 
years a newspaper man, was employed | 
for several years in the board's depart- 
ment of investigation. 
_In presenting the report, Mr. Fisher 
explained that it was designed to deal 
only with problems which could te 
solved wholly by the shipping board 
itself, and “left wpteuched”’ fourteen 
general subjects in connection with the} 
board's opérations. 
“ Evaded the Draft Act.” 
Among these were enumerated or- 
ganization of the board, technical ~ 
rors in the construction program, Ger 
man-American deals, assumption of the 
diplomatic functions by board officials, 
enforcement of the new merchant ma- 
rine act and evasions of the selective 
service act.

Women Scream and Dance. 

Each woman then set fire to the 
piece she held and went dancing out 
into the street, waving the flaming 
fragments and shrieking hyterically. 

So rapidly did the mob grow ‘that 
Broadway traffic was blocked for a@ half 
hour, Only the arrival of police re- 
serves prevented a serious riot. 

S. L. Rethapfel, proprietor of the 
theater, lost no time ordering out 
another British flag. A few minutes 
later the banner was floating from 
the canopy once more.

THE ROAD BACK TO GOOD TIMES. 

We are a nation of hysterical extremists in our 
buying. We put prices to ridiculous heights by 
eur reckless extravagance and then are unwilling 
to buy on a normal pasis. This description of 
American economics comtained in the call for the 
convention of the Advertising Agency association 
comes very appropriately with Tuesday's some- 
what sensational story of business and price reces- 
sions throughout the coumtry. 

Business and industrial conditions in the United 
States are fundamentally sound. The present dim- 
culties are due to artificial influences growing out 
of the war. They are not due to the same causes 
which have led to disastrous panics in the past, , 


merchandising coneerns failed, and the whole eco- 
nomic life of the nation collapsed with a crash. 

‘The federal reserve law, with its flexible cur- 
runey system, our enormous crops, the availability 
of vast quantities of raw materials of al! kinds, the 
great amount of constructive. work which is crying 
to be done, and the fact that we have not too many 
people to do this work prevent us from facing a 
rea] panic. We do, however, face a situation which | 
must be recognized, studied, and corrected. 

The northern farmer and the southern cotton 
planter naturally object to price recessions which 
threaten to wipe out the entire profit of their 1920 
A farmer prefers to sell two bushels of 
“wheat at $3 a bushel rather than three bushels at 
$2. It means less trouble and more profit to him. 
But the three bushels at $2 is better for the general 
welfare, especially if other things are made equal. 
it is that task of making things equal, of readjust- 
inent, which we are facing. - 

It is a task in which the individual consumer 
ust play an important part. To stimulate’ him 


co(perate. Producers have already been forced to 
do so. Lack of demand compared to the supply 
has forced down the wholesale price of farm prod- 
ucts. The same influences have forced down the 
wholesale price.of numerous manufactured arti- 
cles. Wholesalers and jobbers have been caught 
in the jam and forced to accept losses and reduce 
prices, The trend is visible among the retailers. 
it is not sufficiently visible. They may as well re- 
sign"théméelves to accept a féss on the high priced 
stocks now held. If they do that the way will be 
cleared for the consumer to do his part toward 
readjustment by reasonable buying of necessities. 

Business can take its loss now with some small 
comfort in the thought that in part it comes out of 
profits of the first half of the year. It will mean a 
reduction of excess profits taxes. The government 
will stand a share. That loss having been marked 
off, the prices stabilized, the consumer will come 
effectively into the market. 

True economy is not in doing without. It is in 
getting one’s money’s worth. That is possible even 
now. Buyers who are willirig to seek out the 
places where merchants have seen the light can 
obtain goods at fair prices. If they will buy thus 
carefully the things they need they will bring other 
retailers tq the same level] and avert all thought of 
panic. 

It is absurd that there should be any real fear 
in the minds of intelligent Americans. The build- 
ing situation alone with its various allied indus- 
tries offers a field for the employment of millions. 
To be sure, textile workers out of a job cannot 
build houses, but ff there is a readjustment which 
will put housebuilders and allied craftsmen at work 
there will be demand for textiles which will em- 
ploy the mill workers.

NO BATTLESHIP FOR HARDING. 
When Mr. Harding sails for Panama next week 
he will take a fruit steamer or some passenger boat.

The incentive was courteous, but what 
would have happened to Mr. Harding if he had 
_aceepted it? Possibly nothing, but possibly a sud- 
den veer of popular favor and a deluge of criticism.

Sugar is eaten both as a condiment and 
as a food. As a condiment it is ob- 
jected to because it creates an artificial 
taste which makes less highly seasoned 
foods unpalatable. The man who ac 
customs himself to soaking his oysters 
in sauce loses his capacity to relish the 
insipid taste of untreated oysters. - 

As a food sugar requires no digestion, 
being absorbed as sugar. In the inter- 
nal organs it undergoes slight change 
until the time comes to break it up into 
carbonic acid and water with the libera- 
tion of heat and energy. Or to trans- 
form it into fat and as such store it. 

As a food it is a heat and energy pro- 
@ucer, but not in any sense a tissus 
builder. It protects the tissues just as 
oll in a lamp protects the wick thereof, 
but it never can take the place of-a 
wick nor be built into a wick. 

There is a limit to the amount of sugar 
which the body can use. One way of 
testing the function of the liver is to feed 
5 to 6 ounces of cane sugar or 3 ounces 
of dextrose er 1 1-3 ounces of milk sugar 
at a single meal and then test the urine 
for sugar. The limit of tolerance for 
sugar is quickly reached in many people 
who regard themselves as healthy and 
vigorous. This clearly means that even 
as a food, while sugar is a good thing, 
it is a good thing of which we can easily 
get too much. 

And now something about the practical 
side of it. When McCollum of Johns 
Hopkins was once asked about sugar he 
said: 

“ That ts another one of the foodstuffs 
which is important as an appetizer. 
We do not need any sugar. We would 
he just as well off without sugar if the 
diet is properly balanced and well regu- 
lated. One year ago we used 11 pounds 
of sugar per person per year. Just be- 
fore the war we used 86 pounds. We 
should use less sugar. Some of the 
anemias are due to the use of too much 
sugar.” 

Should children ¢at sugar, including 
candy and other sweets? Children exer- 
cise actively. They do much more mus- 
cle work in a day per pound than adults. 
If they eat sugar it supplies energy for 
thelr muscles and their tissues are 
spared. So much for it. 

If children eat sweets the cereals, 
milk, bread, meat, and vegetables which 
they need for growth, health, and vigor-—- 
all these necessary foods—taste flat and 
insipid. Candy eating children are apt 
to be children of finicky appetites and 
such children are generally somewhat un- 
dernourished. If some one would invent 
a@ sugar that was not sweet the children’s 
specialists might not object to it. 

As matters now stand this is about the 
way they feel about it. There is no 
great objection to giving children a 
small portion of candy provided it Is

INDICTING 15,000 REPUBLICANS. 

Chicago, Nov. 6.—[Editer of The Trib- 
une.J—If tn the election results there 
is a lesson for independent Republicans, 
it is that the place to fight hardest is 
in the primaries, net in the election. 


It is estimated that 125,000 Republicans 
voted for Lewis. I venture to say that 
75,000 of these did not vote at all in 
the primary. Only 6,000 more votes 
would have nominated Oglesby, not only 
blocking the city hall's designs on the 
state, but avoiding the distasteful alter- 
native of voting for Lewis, who does 
not command the confidence of thinking 
Republicans, The Republican votes cast 
for Busch and Igoe, if cast at the pri- 
maries for Olson and Matchett, would 
have rescued these great offices from the 
city hall. 

In the city and county only about 45 
per cent of the registered vote was cast 
in the primary.
